THE JUNIOR HIG H SCHOOL 


With Pasadena to vote this week on a plan for the 
establishment of a junior high school, interest in the 
system has been aroused in a number of communities 
of Southern California. 
The time is not far distant 
when Santa Ana must vote bonds to make adequate 
for it? junior high k i <c<|Ii and for that 
reason any discussion that throws light on the pur­ 
poses of the junior high school system is of real con­ 
sequence to the residents of this city. 
A statement, issued by A. C. Olney, commissioner 
of secondary education, of the State Department of 
Education, in connection with the situation at Pasa­ 
dena, is therefore of interest here. 
Mr. Olney s state­ 
ment reads as follows: 
The junior high school la a m eans of bridging 
the sudden tran sitio n from elem entary to high 
school. 
It la an organisation of th e seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades on the departm ental 
plan, w ith prom otion by su b ject instead of by 
grade. 
It U a plan to provide for the develop­ 
m ent of th e capabilities and special gif’s of 
individual stu d en ts ra th e r than to tre a t all as 
if they w ere alike in capacity and ability. 
Los A ngeles’ experience show ed th a t before 
th e junior high schools w ere organised 54 per 
cent of th eir registered pupils dropped out of 
the n inth grade, 
in 1914, a fte r th e organise 
Hon of ju n io r high schools there, only 12 per 
cent dropped out of th e ninth grade. 
It also 
show ed the percentage of pupils leaving the 
seventh and eighth grade before and a fter or­ 
ganisation of th e junior high schools to be as 
follow s: 
Seventh 
E ighth 
B e f o r e .................................................

J I 
A f t e r ................. 
6 
4 
T he present plan of eight years for elem entary 
grades and four for high school gives the sam e 
kind of train in g to all students alike. 
The na­ 
tu re of the instruction in the seventh and eighth 
grades Is sim ilar to th at of the first six grades. 
The purpose of the junior high school typ«e of 
in stru ctio n is to recognixe the effects of the 
g reat physical 
and 
m ental 
changes brought 
about In each individual during adolescence, to 
realise the g reat variation am ong different in­ 
dividual* and to m eet the needs and require­ 
m ents of all the pupils by groups. 
G eneral c o u rs e in general science and in 
com m unity and home occupations are offered in 
o rd er th a t the pupils m ay explore a wide field 
of activities. 
T he knowledge gained should en­ 
able a pupil Ut choose the general direction 
eith er of his vocation o r of his future study. 
A number of the leading educators of the state 
have declared that within a comparatively few years 
the iunior high school will be a part of the organiza­ 
tion of every progressive school system in the United 
States. Dr. N ichols Murray Butler, president of Co­ 
lumbia College, one of the best known men in Amer­ 
ica, has this to say: 
F or m any years we have felt th a t the oldtlm e 
traditional divisions of our public educational 
system no longer corresponded to the real facts 
of intellectual and m oral grow th and develop­ 
m ent or to the needs of m any com m unities. 
It 
is p re tty generally conceded th a t the old fash­ 
ioned eight-year elem entary school course is 
much too long, and th at the elem entary school 
program should 
not extend over six 
years a t 
m ost. 
Sim ilarly it was felt th a t the old fash­ 
ioned four-year high school course w as eith er 
not long enough or w as not properly divided 
and th a t a six-year program of secondary studies 
was m ore desirable 
Santa Ana is moving in the direction indicated by 
Mr. Olney and Dr. Butler. 
Not until within the past 
year, however, was the ninth grade included in the 
junior high school. It is there 
now, and doubtless it 
is there to stay. 
The construction of adequate bulld­ 
ogs or additions for this important school cannot be 
iong delayed. 


September this surplus had fallen to 43.000 cars, with 
68.000 cars wanted by shippers which for various 
reasons could not be furnished at the time.

And wouldn't it take just about as long to 
educate all possible campaign contributors in the wis­ 
dom of such united action as it would take to educate 
voters in the effective use of the vote?

RUBBER FOR RO AD BUILDING 


Marshall M. Vance. American consul in Ceylon, 
writes that the city of Colombo is experimenting with 
rubber roads. 


The rubber is used as a surface dressing, applied 
like a coat of asphalt. 
Then gravel is steam-rolled 
into it. 


Tests so far indicate that rubber makes the best 
road and in the long run is not the costliest pavement. 
It might be different over hqre, but it is an expert-[ 
merit that will interest a large number of citizens of 
this state. 


The art of road paving is in its infansy, at least, 
our ideas concerning it have changed considerably in 
the past half-dozen years, and they may change con­ 
siderably in the next half-dozen. There are plenty of 
assertive men who say that asphalt as a road mate­ 
rial won't do, and others are just as positive that 
cement concrete will not stand up.

MOBS AND SHERIFFS 


Georgia the other day celebrated its ninth lynch­ 
ing in two months. 
A mob in Wrightsville took a 
negro from the county offices, hanged him to a tree 
and riddled the body with bullets. 
The negro was charged with assaulting the daugh­ 
ter of a prominent farmer last March. 
The young 
woman was not injured. 
On the day of the lynching 
she was to appear in court as a witness against the 
prisoner. 
There was no question that he would be 
found guilty. 
The mob’s excuse for lynching him 
was the mere fear that he would "get off light.’’ 
"The mob took my deputies and me by surprise," 
says the sheriff, "and there was nothing we could do 
but surrender the negro or get killed ourselves." 
As long as sheriffs are elected who yield so tamely 
to any mob threat, lynchings will continue. 
A sheriff 
with courage to do his duty is usually a match for any 
mob— especially a mob with a poor case.
